ae Pulp Machine. 

The drawing illustrates the design of a machine 
for the manufacture of paper pulp from wood, 
as patented by James Taylor. A representsa 
circular saw mounted upon aun arbor, a, in suit- 
able bearings. This arbor or shaft is provided 
with a pulley, B, and balance-wheel C. Ina 
suitable standard in front of the saw A is sus- 
pended a swinging carriage, D, with a toothed 
lever, E, to hold the wood down upon a ribbed 
platform, G, the blocks of wood being set up 
endwise (on the platform), of the grain of the 
wood. The saw, or gang of saws, A are fastened 
on the arbor a by means of screw threads, and 
their pins b b passing through the saws into the 
arbor. The platform G is attached to the driv- 
ing carriage D, and is supported upon a curved 
guide bar, d. 

By speeding up the saws and feeding the log 
or block of wood slowly the operator can pro- 
duce as fine a fibre as desired, or coarser by 
feeding up faster. Instead of the gang of saws, 
a burr having two or more series of circumfer- 
ential rows of teeth may be used, such burr to 
be screwed on tothe arbor a. From thesaws A the 
long fibres fall on to an endless apron, I, arranged 
in a frame, H, below the saws, and the fibres 
are carried by this apron and dropped on a roll- 
er, J, and passed between it and another roller, 
J’. These rollers are arranged so as to crush the 
fibres into a soft fibrous mass, and also to carry 
this mass to a metal guard, K, formed witha 
shear-edge. Against this shear-edge a series of 
knives, e, ¢, attached to a roller, L, work for 
cutting off the fibres, and thus making the mass 
ready for the agitator. By changing the speed 
of the roller L the fibres may be cut long or 
short, as desired. 

The two machines described are, in a full-sized 
apparatus, to be mounted on a frame or plat- 
form elevated high enough, so that when the 
fibres have been crushed and cut by the knives 
e to the desired length they can be carried down 
a spout into the agitator M, and a proper quan- 
tity of water runin with the fibres to separate 
the fine fibres from the coarse ones, the fine 
fibres passing through a wire screen or sieve, /. 
In the agitator M is a longitudinal rotating 
shaft, N, with arms O O, and a notched pulley, 
P, which latter acts as an elevator to carry the 
coarse fibres down through a spout into a bor, 
arranged over a rotating stone. This stone is 
arranged upon a shaft, h,in a frame, T, and 
above the stone are semicircular guards or 
guides, V V, in which the box is held. The 
stone, rotating, carries the fibres between a 
roughened piece of iron, fastened to a stone, and 
the rotating stone, a mouth or opening being left 
to take large or small pieces of wood that may 
need grinding before coming between the ro- 

tating stone and the bottom or bed stone, X. 
This latter stone has a cell or chamber cut in it 
at the bottom to receive what fibres may get off. 
The rotating stor® as well as the side stones are 
dressed so as to draw the fibres into this cell, the 
motion of the centre stone carrying all the 
fibres under one of the side stones, which is 
called the ‘‘finisher.” The side stones and bed 
stone are all adjustable to and from the centre 
stone by regulating screws ZZ. At the upper 
end of the finisher stone * a box set at an angle, 
to carry or turn off the refined pulp. This box 
answers two purposes—first, to turn off the fin- 
ished pulp and also to insert the cants or strips 
of wood that are left at the saws, thus making a 
saving of allthe wood. The pulp when finished 
is turned into conductors and carried into an 
ordinary wet-press to deprive it of a portion of 
the water and render it fit for transportation. In 
this box is placed a plunger, with a screw-shaft, 
operated by worm gear, for holding the small 
waste pieces of wood on to the rotating stone. 

The fine fibres that pass through the sieve f 
in the agitator M, run down a spout, k, intoa 
tube, m, made fast toa curb, E’. This tube is 
stationary, thereby preventing the accumula- 
tion of the material to be ground in the tube or 
eye of the running burr, which always occurs 
and causes a great deal of trouble when this 
tube rotates with the burr. The two burrs are 
mounted in a suitable frame. The bottom burr 
H’ has a circular recess, n, in the centre, form- 
ing a receptacle for a supply of fibre to accumu- 
late in, for the upper burr to draw from. The 
skirts of the burrs are laid out in quarters, say 
twelve ina four-foot stone, and the quarters 

laid out in lands one inch wide and furrows one 
inch wide, the lands left smooth and the fur- 
rows middling deep. Suitable gearing, pulleys 
and belts are to be arranged for rotating the va- 
rious parts. 

In connection with this machine it is proposed 
to use an auger, A*, for boring out the knots or 
black spots in the wood preparatory to severing

the fibres for pulp. By boring out the black 
spots and knots considerable of the wood is 
saved, as the chopping out of the knots wastes 
the wood and leaves it in bad shape to be 
worked up or applied to the machine. The auger 
A? is mounted on a suitable frame, and run by 
gears or pulley, as desired. 
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Concerning Trade Literature.

I am the possessor of a collection of samples of 


trade literature ranging from the modest circu- 
lar, first put forth by the tyro inventor, to the 
plethoric catalogues of the hardware manufact- 
urers. These number, perhaps, a thousand or 
more, and they were gathered during the edit- 
ing of an extensive mechanical work, over a 
period of some three years. They are a sug- 
gestive lot to me—in more senses than one— 
and especially so, rather, for what they might 
be than for what they are. 


I have recently been overhauling and classify- 


ing them. I divide them—first, into those which 
tell something useful to know, or are good to 
have at hand for reference; second, those which 
try to give some information, but don’t; 
third, those which tell pothing at all and 
seem to be so designed. The first are so few 
that I may be pardoned for mentioning 


three shining examples—in the catalogues 


W. Sellers & Co., of Philadelphia, and J. 
A. Fay & Co., of Cincinnati, either of 
which is a valuable mechanical work. 
About the others, and, in fact, about the 
great mass of catalogues and pamphlets in 
general, I have something to say. 

I have taken a catalogue at random from 
my shelves. It relates to three machines 
and some tools. There are a few indifferent 
engravings from which I defy any one to 
extract the faintest idea as to the construc- 
tion of the apparatus beyond such as might 
be gained by contemplating their shadyws 
on the wall. These illustrations are smear- 
ingly printed on bad paper. There isa gor- 
geous red cover—red and gold—which I 
suppose is intended to make some amends 
for the poor interior. I turn to the de- 
scriptive matter. For each machine I learn 
that this is ‘‘our number 0” (or 00 or 000, 
just as if there were not enough numerals in the 
language) patentexcelsior * * , made of strong 
and durable material of improved form and 
** having our new style of bearings.” Iam also 
assured that it supplies a want long felt and 
(with many emphatic italics and “ small caps’) 
is vastly superior to any similar contrivance 
known. On the last page is a price list—half 
blank, which somehow always conveys to my 
mind the notion that the seller is desirous to take 
anything he can get. Over the figures—and I 
presume for my especial benefit—is the red rub- 
ber stamped information that a discount of 30 
per cent. of the prices which are stated will be 
made to me for cash. If I remember rightly 
this catalogue was the only reply vouchsafed to 
a carefully prepared set of questions sent to the 
manufacturer and designed to elicit the particu- 
lars of the construction and working of his 
products. Llinfer that that price list satisfies his 
customers; though for my part I never could ap- 
preciate the economy which prevents a man 
printing a new price list whenever he changes 
his figures. Some one showed me recently a 
price list printed in 1869, which is still issued by 
the manufacturers with the statement that they 
give 80 per cent. discount from its quotations, 

I had nearly forgotten the “testimonials” — 
there are two pages of them in fine type. Jones, 
foreman of the so-and-so works, says that he 
wouldn’t be without the 0 Excelsior; Brown 
‘*thinks,” it is “‘the best thing he ever saw;” 
Smith wants another sent him, as it ‘fills the 
bill.” This is highly instructive, I dare say, to 
the publishers of the pamphlet, and to the shop- 
mates of Brown, Smith & Jones, -but somehow 
{ fail to gather any novel or satisfying informa- 
tion from the statements. 

I take it that the object of a trade pamphlet 
is to give information to the public which shall 
be beneficial to the manufacturer. It should 
contain, Ist, a description of the machines pro- 
duced; 2d, what they do; 3d, how they do it; 
4th, their special advantages; 5th, such proof 
as can be obtained of assertions made; 6th, 
prices, discounts and like details. All this can as 
well be put in condensed form in a simple circu- 
lar relating to one machine, as in the bulkiest 
volume describing the varied product of a huge 
factory. In the vast majority of cases nothing 
of the sort is done, and, instead, countless publi- 
cations are issued similar to that which I have 
attempted to dissect. 

The use of pictorial representations of ma- 
chines is becoming every day more commén. 


With constant practice engravers are edvancing 
in their art, and mechanical engraving has risen 
to be a trade specialty. When these illustrations 
are first made by the scientific periodicals they 
are generally good; on the other hand, when 
the manufacturers make them, they are, asa 
rule, bad or inferior. This rule, like all others, 
has some exceptions, but I speak of the great 
bulk of small illustrations in catalogues. There 
is no economy in a cheap and poor engraving. 
Fine woodcuts print better and always look 
well, especially if electrotypes from them be 
used for printing and the original be retained, as 
it should be, simply as a mold to electrotype 
from. There is, besides, a great deal in the way 
a machine is represented. There is no reason 
why it may not be treated artistically and pic- 
turesquely. No one ever saw a machine floating 
idly in space, as most of them are depicted; and 
no one will deny that it makes a much more at- 
tractive picture when surrounded by all its ac- 
cessories and shown in the shop at work. It 
may be that the cut thus made will cost a little 
more; but I doubt the economy of the saving as 
much as I do the mistaken notion which impels 
a manufacturer to reduce his advertisements to 
nfinitesimally small space, and print it in some 
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thousands of newspapers, not one of which any 
of his customers is likely to see, instead of prop- 
erly presenting it in the properly circulated trade 
periodicals, 

The description of what a machine is and how 
it works should be clear, concise and to the point. 
Its advantages should be summed up separately 
in a few orderly and telling sentences, Glowing 
adjectives and exaggerated assertions carry no 
weight. 

Every one knows that the manufacturer is, 
let us say, somewhat prejudiced in favor of 
what he makes, and not always in love with 
his competitor; and when it is very easy to pick 
out a couple of catalogues from competing 
firms—such as are now before me—in which 
each concern fairly exhausts the language in 
making diametrically opposite statements. Well, 
the matter is just a little perplexing to the seeker 
after accurate information. 

After the advantages are stated, back them 
up; not with what Jones thinks or Brown sup- 
poses, but with fact. If you have no figures ex- 
cept those determined by yourself, give them 
with all the data on which they depend, so that 
they can be verified. Tell Brown that you are 
deeply grateful for his good opinions, but you 
would be more so if he would furnish you with 
a record of the machine’s work, and let that 
speak. Of course, no proof is so good as the re- 
sults of an impartial test by a reliable engineer, 
with all the details given; for it is just possible 
that when Jones sends you his testimonial he 
thinks to get a fine advertisement for himself 
when you print it. If the machine worked in- 
differently, he would never want you to tell the 
world that his concern uses inferior apparatus. 
There is no “ getting around” the results of an 
impartial test. A competitor must either 
make a better showing in the same way or 
subside. 

As for prices, this subject has been so fully dis- 
cussed that I need add no more than that there 
seems to be a sensible opinion that the discount 
business is overdone, and many people favor 
positive figures stated and adhered :o. 

May be my notions as above detailed are Uto- 
pian, and the publisher of the red and gold cata- 
logue, I dare say, knows countless reasons why 
they are utterly chimerical and absurd. Never- 
theless, if all the trade publications on my shelves 
were prepared somewhat as I have indicated, I 
should feel myself the possessor of a very valu- 
able library of works on American mechanical 
practice, 





Speed of ‘Shafting. 





There is ample room for practice in every mill 
on the different speeds of each shaft. Suppose, 
for instance, a shaft running 150 revolutions per 
minute with a five-foot pulley on, and driv- 
ing a pulley two feet six inches. This last 
shaft would run 300 revolutions per minute, or 
twice the speed of the first, because the driving 
pulley is twice the diameter of the driven. This 
ratio is the simplest form in which the relations 
of the two shafts can be well illustrated. To 
find the speed of one shaft being driven by an- 
other, multiply the diameter of the driver by its 
revolutions, and divide by the diameter of the 
driven, which will give the revolutions per min- 
ute of the latter shaft. Let the first shaft run 
250 revolutions per minute, and the pulley 36 
inches, and this belting on a four-inch pulley on 
another shaft, the following is the method by 
which the speed of the last can be arrived at: 
2502" ; —4——2,250 revolutions. 

Suppose now we reverse it and let the 4-inch 

drive the 36-inch, and the4 inch make 250 revolu- 
tions; we have the figures, 250 x 4 —— 36 — 27.77 
revolutions. Then again we have a shaft run- 
ning 300 revolutions with a 14-inch pulley, and 
we want to drive a shaft from it 480 revolu- 
tions; what is the size of the pulley ¢ Multi- 
ply the revolutions of the first shaft by the 
diameter of the pulley, and divide by the 
revolutions required, thus: 300 x 14 —— 
480 == 8%{. If it is required to drive a num- 
ber of lines of shafting, all that is neces- 
sary is to multiply all the drivers and divide 
by the driven. The same rule works in the 
same way with gearing, with this differ- 
ence: The number of teeth in the wheel 
must be taken instead of the diameter, as 
in the case of the pulleys. If a large wheel 
with, say, 112 teeth, running 32 revolutions 
per minute, drives one with 42 teeth, what 
is the speed of the lastone? 112 x 32—— 42 = 
85 32-100. Suppose a gear of 24 teeth runs 
180 revolutions, what number of teeth 
will it require «6 match tis an@ rua 48 
revolutions. Then 180 x 24—— 48—<_90. It 
should be borne in mind that although a 
shaft may run a fraction of a revolution 
per minute a gear cannot have a fraction 
of a tooth, so that in getting the size of gears 
both things must be taken into account. To 
get the diameter of a wheel or gear, the pitch 
of the tooth and the number of teeth are taken. 
We will suppose that the pitch of a gear is half 
an inch, and the number of teeth 96, what is the 
diameter of the gear? Multiply the number of 
teeth by the pitch, and divide by 3.1416, which 
wil! give the diameter at the pitch lines. Thus 
lg x 96 —— 3.1416 — 14 91-100, or nearly 15 inches, 
would be the diameter at the pitch line. The 
first operation of multiplying the pitch by the 
number of teeth would simply give the length 
of a rack of that number of teeth; but the sec- 
ond operation gives the diameter of a circle of 
that length, 3.1416 being the ratio of length to 
diameter of circle. 


Mineral Oils as Lubricants. 





Atalate meeting of the Railway Master Me- 
chanics’ Association of the United States, there 
was rendered a report of a committee appointed 
to examine into and report on the subject of lubri- 
cants. They recommended a good quality of natu- 
ral earth oil as the best to use for lubricating 
machinery and journal boxes. It was less expen- 
sive, and of a better quality than other oils, When 
treated so as to reach 28° of gravity, it was 
found to work with perfect success, even on so 
sandy a road asthe LakeShore. Tests of various 
oils had been made with the oil-tester on the 
Lake Shore road; sperm, lard and tallow were 
used, and none of them were found to possess 
qualities which render their use advisable. In 
their experiments the committee used a machine 
the size of a regular axle-box, and fifty drops 
were poured in at a temperature of 60°, and the 
wheel was allowed to revolve at a rate of speed 
equaling thirty-five miles per hour, until a tem- 
perature of 200° was reached. The length of 
time, number of revolutions and amount of 
friction were all noted and placed in the form 
of atable. Attention was called to the result 
obtained from tests with paraffine, which costs 
from 25 to 30 cents per gallon, and which has 
been used on railroads in preference to lard oil. 
Paraffine costing 25 cents, showed that twenty- 
four minutes were required to reach the maxi- 
mum temperature, during which time it gave 
11,685 revolutions; castor oil, costing $1.25, which 
required twenty-eight minutes to reach the tem- 
perature allowed, gave 12,046 revolutions; man- 
ufactured oils, A, B and C, costing 35 cents, 90 
cents and 25 cents respectively, required uine- 
teen and a half minutes, giving from 9,285 to 
9,653 revolutions; sperm and tallow required 
only seventeen minutes to reach 200° tempera-

Trade most decidedly improves. Prices of 
raw material continue to rise and show no abate- 
ment of excitement so far as value is concerned. 
The fact is, paper-makers have now run short, 
and even some of the largest and wealthiest 
mills are feeling the dearth of material. Had 
foresight and good judgment been observed 
this would never have happened. 

Foreign rags have risen considerably, especi- 
ally the classes of linens. Only a very few 
paper-makers have taken advantage of low 
times and secured themselves for the year. 
8. P. F. F. F.’s have got up about Is. 6d. per 
ewt., and for good assortments there is every 
probability of a further rise. 

Cottons have not moved very much. They 
are sure, however, to go ahead in time along 
with the other stock. All kinds of waste are 
going up, and, indeed, are very scarce, owing to 
the pressure of export demands. I hear that 
every effort is being made by the exporters to 
get hold of all parcels so as to anticipate the 
foreign demand. Waste-papers are a great deal 
more active as well, and the rush continues. I 
met our largest man in that way the other day, 
and he told me he was full of orders and could 
do no more business, his hands were so full. 

I am pleased to see this activity in raw ma- 
terials, because paper must go up. In fact, I 
think I may say paper has already risen. My 
Lancashire correspondent says that news has 
risen from 24¢d., less 5 per cent., to 2%d., less 5 
per cent. Another paper-maker told me that he 
expected all white papers to go up 1d. per Ib. in 
a week’s time. 

Mill news is very scanty this week. I don't 
hear of anything doing. The mills are exceed- 
ingly anxious ebout. materials, naturally, and 
the Scotch mills depending upon esparto will 
have a lively time directly. 

The Lancashire makers depending on esparto 
are buying jute at Liverpool. Cotton mill 
sweepings, too, are an item up there which 
sometimes help the paper-makers; but as soon 
as there isa demand up they go! Jute cuttings 
are very good fibre certainly, and much better 
than either straw or esparto. 

In Scotland the prices of jute goods at date 
are as follows: Fine jute threads, £10 15s.; or- 
dinary do., £10 5s.; clean jute waste, £9; jute 
card waste, £6 to £9; jute card dis., £5 5s.; jute 
croppings, £10 10s., at Dundee. At Glasgow: 
Cartridge rags, £8 to £8 103.; blues, £8. Ma- 
nilla rope, £11 5s.; print papers, £6 5s. 

My Lancashire correspondent writes me that 
John Pfeffer & Co., the celebrated Ghent firm, 
have opened a fine new office at Manchester, 
where samples of all their assortments can be 
seen by paper-makers. A very good and liberal 
arrangements has been provided for paper- 
makers in the shape of a well-fitted desk, where 
all paper-makers can come in and find ink, pens 
and paper at their disposal, and where they can 
write a letter, draw up an account, &c., in a 
moment without the trouble of doing so at home 
or under more unfavorable circumstances. I 
understand the offices are well fitted up and 
handsomely found in all needful conveniences, 
They are in Market street, just opposite the 
Exchange. 

The winding-up of the Rochdale Manufactur- 
ing Company, of which you are doubtless aware 
by this time, is owing to the action of a dis- 
satisfied shareholder, who wants to close in with 
the company. I believe I am right in saying 
that all is settled now and that work is going on 
as usual.

PRICES have not advanced at the same 
ratio of progression for paper as for mate- 
rial, and manufacturers who come into the 
market to buy stock at ruling quotations 
will need to figure pretty close to make ex- 
penses. If the present pricesof paper-mak- 
ers’ supplies continue to rule paper must 
make a further upward movement. It will 
be noted, however, that the heavy arrivals 
of stock and deliveries thereunder are mostly 
on old contracts at former figures, and the 
trade have not, therefore, felt the pinch of 
the upward turn in the stock market to any 
great extent. Buyers are holding off, and 
in some lines there is a disposition to make 
concessions. Rags, however, are strong, 
and some invoices are reported to have 
been withdrawn from the market. We 
have advised our readers to be cautious in 
advancing the prices of paper. This was 
more particularly in reference to the 
cheaper grades, as fine papers have not 
shared in the movement to the same extent. 
We still think that caution is necessary. 
The conditions are such all around that 
paper-makers and paper-stock dealers have 
got to exert unusual care in making con- 


tracts. The situation must be studied.

Considerable excitement has been created 
within a few days among the paper-making 
community of this city, because of the an- 
nouncement that the Messrs. Newton had de- 
cided to have three machine-tenders for their 
Wauregan Mill. With this firm to say is to do, 
and it has already put the system in force, each 
machine-tender now working eight hours for 
his day’s work. Speculation is rife as to the 
motives which brought this about. Nota few 
think that it is intended as a counter move to a 
proposal which is quite extensively but quietly 
discussed, viz., the reduction of hours of labor 
of those who work night work from twelve to 
eleven hours, the same to be effected by shut- 
ting down the mills on Saturday nights at six 
o’clock and not starting up until Monday morn- 
ing at six. However, be this as it may, the 
spread of such a system as the one inaugurated 
by the Messrs. Newton will be a new lease of 
life for machine-tenders, as it is hardly possible 
to collect as aclass such a body of attenuated 
and bleached looking forms as the machine-ten- 
ders of Holyoke. Fy. @ 








Truing Press Rolls. 





To the Editor of The Journal: 

Perhaps many of your readers are not aware 
that press rolls can be trued up so as to bear 
evenly the whole length, at a very trifling cost 
and in avery short time. I had a new idea 
awake in my mind which I tried and have found 
to work admirably. Two of my press rolls 
were so worn or uneven that by removing my 
felt I could see through the centre, there being 
about one-eighth of an inch of a hollow or con- 
cave in the middle of the rolls. I set the rolls in 
motion after removing the felt, and applied some 
oil of vitriol, diluted a little by the addition of 
water, on each end of the rolls, and kept water 
on the centre or hollow place in the rolls, thus 
avoiding any action of acid only upon the ends. 
I worked about eight hours, applying acid and 
water; at the end of this time I felt exceedingly 
pleased with my work, the rolls bearing the 
whole length evenly and the surface remaining as 
good as before being subjected to the eating pro- 
cess. I have found that my felt will now allow 
of a heavier weightage in pressing without 
drawing the felt all out of shape. This little 
experiment saved me about thirty dollars and 
stoppage of several days, waiting for rolls to be 
shipped, ground and returned. I send you this 
statement of my experiment thinking that some 
reader might derive a benefit of say at least fifty 
dollars if he will try it. He must attend to the 
matter carefully, watching the work every min- 
ute and keeping the acid off from the bollow 
parts of the rolls. After the rolls are brought 
to an even bearing do not throw a pail of water 
on the rolls and call the job done and ready for 
the felt, but wash the rolls off and wipe them; 
apply some lubricating oil and let them run 
half an hour. This will stop the action of the 
acid and prevent rusting. It may be that some 
have ground rolls in this way, but I presume 
not, as I have not heard of anything of the kind 
during my relations with the paper business, 
now eleven years. H. L. K.

Pedestrianism in the Paper Trade. 





To the Editor of The Journal: 

Wm. A. Morrissey, who is well known as 
‘*Limber,” and who has for many years worked 
at the paper trade as a machine tender in mills 
in different States, has surprised his many 
friends by his record.in one of the most interest- 
ing and exciting walking races of the season. 
This race took place at the McFarlane House, 
Stillwater, November 29, 1879. It was the third 
meeting between the *' Stillwater Wonder” and 
Thomas H. Curley, of Mechanicsville. The 
prize was a purse of $40 and the championship 
of Saratoga County; distance 25 miles. The 
race was easily won by Morrissey, who said that 
he could stay on the track for twenty-four hours 
without leaving it. The judges were David 
Van Wie and James Welsh; referee, John 
Tabor. 

Mr. Morrissey has appeared before this in 
other matches, of which I send you the follow- 
ing accounts, both taken from the Troy Whig: 
“STILLWATER, Decoration ay, May 30, 1879.—

miles for a purse of 850. There were two entries 
—Wnm. A. Morrissey, of Stillwater, and Thomas 
H. Curley, of Mechanicsville. After completing 
16 miles Curley dropped on the the track, being 
totally exhausted. Morrissey then walked 12 
laps, and left the track, being in splendid form. 
The judges awarded the purse to Morrissey.” 

‘**WaLkInG Matcu.—McFarlane Hall was 
crowded on Saturday evening, August 25, by 
people eager to witness a walk between Wm. A. 
Morrissey, the local champion, and Solomon C. 
Brott, of Waterford. The walk was for a purse 
of $50; distance, 25 miles, and was won by Mor- 
rissey in handsome style.”

Fires. 


Call & Worthington, printers, Clinton, Can., 
have been burned out. 


A fire broke out, about 11 a. M. on Monday, 
in the large five-story building, Nos. 9 and 11 
Decatur street, Philadelphia. The flames origi- 
nated in the basement of No. 9, which was 
occupied by A. M. Collins, Son & Co., printers’ 
cards, and rapidly spread through a hatchway 
to the upper stories. The building being filled 
with combustible material the flames made 
great progress, and the entire structure was in 
flames in a very few minutes. The building 
was five stories in height, with a front of pressed 
brick, except the first story, which was of iron. 
On Sixth street, Nos. 18 and 20, there wasa 
large four-story building of similar construction, 
connected with the back building by means of 
bridges on several of the stories. The buildings 
in Sixth street were occupied by Megargee Bros., 
paper manufacturers; John A. Haddock, printer; 
William Hart, lithographer, and A. M. Collins, 
Son Co., printers’ cards, &c. In Decatur street, 
the building No. 9 was occupied by A. M. Col- 
lins, Son & Co., first floor and basement; and J. 
H. Caterson the upper floor, and No. 11 by 
Megargee Brothers. John A. Haddock and E. 
J. Gilby were on the fourth floor. Adjoining 
the building on Decatur street was a five-story 
brick building, No. 7. The first floor was occu- 
pied by Garrett & Buchanan, tissue, manila, and 
roll paper manufacturers, and the upper floors 
by E Stokes & Co., Philadelphia printed wrap- 
ping paper. This building was considerably 
damaged by fire, and the stock and machinery 
of the occupants were ruined by water. The 
wind shifted a little about 11:20 a. M., and drove 
the flames out of the back windows of the 
Decatur-street building, and they leaped into 
the opposite windows of the Sixth-street build- 
ing. It was not long before the fire shot entirely 
through this building, and the flames were 
issuing from every window and seriously 
threatening the property on the opposite side of 
Sixth street. It soon became apparent that the 
fire was fast getting beyond the control of the 
firemen, and it was decided to strike a general 
alarm. The fire companies from all parts of 
the city soon came to the scene of the conflagra- 
tion and went into service. This additional 
force assisted materially in preventing the 
spread of the flames around the neighborhood. 
At No. 16 South Sixth street, adjoining the 
burning structure, is Armstrong & Co.’s paper 
warehouse, a four-story iron-front building. 
Water was poured into it very liberally, and the

Patent Office Decisions. 


APPEAL FROM THE PRIMARY EXAMINER. 





Paper Bowxes.—Application of Gertrude A. 
Dunn, filed December 23, 1878. Thomas G. Or- 
wig for appellant. Paine, Commissioner.—The 
applicant seeks to substitute in her drawing and 
model a paper box made of a rectangular blank 
for one made of an octagonal blank. The Pri- 
mary Examiner excludes the amendment as in 
conflict with Rule 32. The provision of the rule 
is this: 

All amendments of the model, drawings, or specifi- 
cation in the case of original applications which are 
capable of illustration by drawing or model must 
conform to at least one of them as they were at the 
time of the filing of the application; further changes 
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than this, involving a departure from the » eatetoas in- 
vention, can only be made by filing a new applica- 
tion. 


These “further changes” are such as do not | z 


leave the model, drawing, or specification 

amended in a condition in which it conforms to 
either of the three as they stood when the orig- 
inal application was filed. If such “ further 
changes” involve a departure from the original 
invention, they can only be made upon a new 
application. In order to necessitate a new ap- 
plication, the difference between the amended 
model, drawing, or specification and the orig- 
inal must be material. Of its materiality the 
Primary Examiner is in the first instance to 
judge. The change from the square to the 
octagonal blank in this case does not seem to me 
to be material, and the proposed amendments of 
the drawing and model will be received.

EASTERN STATES. 

The Whiting Paper Company, Holyoke, is 
preparing to set a 27-inch turbine at the north 
end of its No. 1 mill.* It is to be near the Water 
Power Company’s flume, being placed near the 
entrance of a long horizontal draft tube. 

An engine of 500 pounds capacity has been 
put into Whittelsey’s tissue and manilla paper 
milJ, at Windsor Locks, Conn. 

The Clark Machine Company, of Turner’s 
Falls, Mass., has a contract for a 300 horse-power 
water-wheel for the Turner’s Fulls Paper Com- 
pany. 

P. G. Comstock, Housatonic, Mass., has leased 
his mill to Thomas Goodenough, of New York, 
who will manufacture straw paper exclusively. 


The Gilmore Mill, at Lee, Mass., which was 
until recently operated by the late S. 8. Rogers, 
has been leased by the Smith Paper Company, 
which will hereafter run it. 

D. H. & J. C. Newton, Holyoke, are having 
two rotary boilers made for their new paper 
mil], one of nine and the other of five tons’ ca- 
pacity. The largest will weigh 30,000 pounds 
and the other 21,000. The same firm is also hav- 
ing two steel boilers made of 80-horse power 
each. 

Colonel Green’s completed gang of sixty 
driven wells at the Holyoke Paper Company’s 
mill are yielding 1,200 gallons of water a min- 
ute from an apparently inexhaustible supply. 





FOREIGN. 

The British Consul at Christiania calls atten- 
tion to the rapid development of the wood-pulp 
industry in Norway. In the period of 1866-70 
the amount of wood-pulp manufactured for pa- 
per annually was about 110 tons; in 1871-75 it 
rose to 4,600 tons; in 1876 to 12,200 tons; in 1877 
to 14,900 tons, and in 1878 to 19,000 tons. This 
last quantity represents a value of £66,666. The 
Consul speaks of about twenty mills being at 
work in Norway on the preparation of this ma- 
terial, and says that exporters in 1878 had the 
advantage of unusually cheap freights.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money market 
continues easy, and call borrowers had their 
wants supplied at 4@7 per cent., with the bulk 
of the business at 5@6 per cent. Prime mercan- 
tile paper is quoted at 5@61¢ per cent. Govern- 
ment bonds were strong and in brisk demand, 
especially for the new 4’s, which advanced to 
$1.024¢ for registered and $1.0314¢ for coupon. 
Currency 6’s sold at $1.204¢ for 1897's, $1.211¢ 
for 1898’s and $1.215¢ for 1899's, ex interest. 
The market at the close, however, was less ac- 
tive, and prices firm and well maintained. Rail- 
road mortgages were lower early in the week, 
but subsequently the market developed strength, 
and the decline was partially recovered under 
brisk purchases. The stock market has been 
weak, and, after attempts to stem the downward 
current, prices were generally lower, in some 
instances the decline being very material. At 
the close the market was characterized by a 
little firmer tone. 

The Sterling Exchange market was quiet and 
firm, and rates were steady and without any 
material change. 

The posted rates at the close were: Sterling, 
60 days, $4.82; sterling, sight, $4.841¢ ; cable trans- 
fers, $4.84@4.84}¢; commercial sterling, prime 
long, $4.80}¢@4.80%4; documentary sterling,

THE PAPER MARKET.—The month last 
closed is generally said to be the most active 
one that the paper trade has experienced for a 
number of years past. At present there is a lull 
in the market so far as new orders are con- 
cerned, and there is not the same excitement 
among buyers as existed at the beginning of 
last month. Very large quantities of paper 
have been ordered during the past month or six 
weeks in view of the advancing tendency of the 
market, and many buyers who have not fully 
supplied all early wants are now holding off, 
believing that they will be able to do so a month 
or two hence at present figures. On the other 
hand, it is predicted by some of our largest 
manufacturers that prices will go Ic. to 1}¢c. 
higher within the next sixty days. They claim 
that the small advance which has already oc- 
curred has not been in proportion to the higher 
ce st of the raw material. It is said that the 
Western market is fully 1c. higher than ours, 
and one proof of this is the number of quite 
good-sized orders which are being daily filled 
here for buyers from that section, and the 
constant inquiry as to prices. This is just 
the reverse of the state of affairs during 
the depression previous to this fall, when our 
market was relatively higher than theirs. 
In Fine Writings the volume of new orders is 
quite small, and is mainly from the city trade. 
The dealers complain that the manufacturers 
are so constantly changing their prices that 
they find it quite difficult to make quotations. 
There is nothing new of particular note as ré 
gards Book Papers, prices being less firm for 
the better grades of these than for the coarser 
qualities, and new orders are not quite so plenti- 
ful. The consumptive wants of the publishers 
are said to be smaller than last month. We 
hear of a moderate-sized export shipment to 
South America during the week at prices ruling 
previous to the late advance in the market. 
News is still in very active demand, and even 
with a full supply of water power the stock 


coming into the market is scarcely suffi- 
cient for the demand. Prices, too, are 
very firm, especially for Straw News. 


It is reported that one of our city daily papers, 
not under contract, offered several large manu- 
facturers this week an order to supply it with a 
quality of rag and wood News equal to that 
used by the Tribune, and its offer of Tic was 
refused. There is a great scarcity of pure Ma- 
nillas, and some dealers are entirely out of cer- 
tain sizes and find it difficult to get sufficient 
from the mills to meet their current wants. 
Prices are very strongly maintained. Advanced 
prices are asked and maintained for air-dried 
Straw Boards, but the season is now almost over. 
Binders’ Boards arein fair demand, and at firm 
and steady prices. The recent advance in Straw 
Wrapping is very well sustained, and both the 
local and export demand are taking considerable 
stock out of the market. There is some scarcity 
of light-weight papers, and very full prices 
asked. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There have been no arrivals 
this week. Holders are now asking more than 
buyers’ views, so there are few sales to record. 
We quote the market quiet, with a sale of 
about 400 bales at a price said to be a shade 
under last week’s quotations. 


WOOD PULP.—The manufacturers of both 
ground wood and chemical fibre have all the 
orders they can conveniently take care of, and 
some are not taking any more new ones for de- 
livery until after the beginning of the next year. 
For all deliveries before January 1 the price of 
Combination Pulp is 3{c., but beyond that 
period 3}¢c. is asked. Outside parties are getting 
8c. freely for stock made by them. The price of 
the American Wood Paper and Pulp Company’s 
chemical fibre is 4%{c., 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The market for nearly every description of 
foreign stock during the past week has been 
quiet, as compared with its active condition for 
several weeks previous. The deliveries on con- 
tract, chiefly at much lower prices than those 
that rule at present, continue quite large. While 
the number of new transactions have been fewer 


and in ematler quantities, prices have undergone 
no very material change. The lower grades of 
Cottons are a shade firmer. Linens hold their 
own very well, and quotations for all grades are 
generally steady, the cheaper qualities being in 
best demand. Waste Papers are moving very 
well, particularly White and Mixed Shavings 
and Folded News. Most manufacturers who are 
not already well supplied are buying very 
sparingly, a very usual thing towards the close 
of the year. The importers appear as firm as 
ever in their views and predict that prices 
will range higher after the beginning of the 
new year, and continue to claim as great a scar- 
city asever inthe foreign markets. Baggings 
and Jute stocks are not quite so firm, and of the 
latter the transactions have been exceedingly 
small. Included in the transactions reported 
were 120 tons London Seconds, time, and part 
to arrive at 3%c.; 25 tons do. Thirds, 2%c., time 
for future delivery; 100 tons English Outshots, 
4\¢c., time; 50 bales P. P. Linens, 60 days, 1/0 
bales L. F. B. Linens, 4c., cash; 30 tons Checks 
and Blues at 334 @3}¢c. ; 50 tons Colored Cottons 
at 24¢c.; 75 tons Cream Post Shavings at 4}¢c.; 
50 bales English Envelope Cuttings, Blue, White, 
Mixed at 41¢c., and 25 tons Folded News at 24, @ 
2%c. The arrivals for the week foot up 1,452 
bales Rags, 1,624 bales Paper Stock, and 200 
bales of Mani: las. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The market continues 
very firm, particularly for the medium and 
cheaper qualities, and the demand is fairly 
active, but the transactions reported in the high- 
est grades have been fewer in number, and have 
been restricted to a great extent by the extreme 
figures demanded. City Seconds are held at 
about last week’s figures. No. 1 Whites are held 
from ic. to {c. dearer; No. 2 do. are steady at 
about 4c. Cotton Canvas No.1 held at 5%@ 
5¢c., and Linen do. at 44%@5c. We note sales 
of 225 bales City Seconds at 24¢@2%c. ; 80 bales 
No. 1 Whites at 6@6{c.; 75 bales No. 2 do. at 
4@4 Ke. 

BAGGING, &c.—The market for No. 1 Man- 
chester Gunny is a shade off this week, there 
being free sellers and few buyers at 2%{c. Manilla 
Rope, however, has advanced from \e. to \c., 
owing to its scarcity, quite a number of sales 
having been reported at the range of 3%@3%c., 
and 31¢@3%c. prompt cash. No. 1 Liverpool 
Gunny Bagging is quoted at 2c. The sales in- 
clude 80 tons No. 1 Manchester Gunny at 2%c. 
time; 130 tons Manilla Rope at 354@3%<c. for 
near-by delivery, and 10 tons Tarred Shakings 
at 1% @2e. 


OLD PAPERS.—This class of stock has been 
in very good request during the past week, with 
an increased demand for Shavings and Folded 
News, both of which have ruled at slightly 
firmer prices. Shavings of all descriptions are 
scarce, particularly White. Soft and Mixed are 
in a little better supply, but have brought full 
prices. We note sales of 75 tons Folded News at 
214 @2%{c.; 50 tons Blue and White Shavings at 
4@4c.; 50 bales Light Book Stock at 1%(c.; 
and 20 tons Heavy Book at 3%@3%c. Pure 
Manillas are said to have changed hands in 
limited quantities at 2% @2'¢c. 

STRAW.—The supply of Straw still continued 
limited, which, with the continued good de- 
mand, has had a tendency to further advance 
prices. We now quote: Long Rye at 90@81; 
short do. steady at 65@75c., and Oat, 55@60c., 
all cash. Long Rye is still quoted at an aver- 
age price of $15 per ton in the vicinity of the 
straw paper mills, with as high as $20 asked in 
some localities. 

ROSINS.—Trade in these since our last has 
ruled dull, and the market is somewhat easier. 
Toward the close, however, there was a little 
better inquiry, and stocks were held a shade 
firmer. We quote as follows: D Gcod Strained 
at $1.80; Eat $2.10; F Good No. 2 at $2.40; G 
Low No. 1 at $3; H No. 1 at $3.75; I Good No. 
1 at $4; K Low Pale at $4.60; M Pale at $5.15, 
and N Extra Pale at $5.85. 


CHEMICALS.—Little change is to be noted 
in this market. The feeling at present is about 
steady as to price, and there is little activity, 
only few new orders are being given, as manu 
facturers are believed to be generally very well 
supplie¢ for all very early wants. Bleaching 
Powders are in moderate demand at prices 
barely steady, with a shade easier feeling re- 
ported. Caustic Soda has been rather more 
active at abou' the same prices, with some few 
transactions for future delivery at a little lower 
figures. Caustic Ash has not changed, and 
the market is ruling quiet. Sal Soda rules 
steady in price with supply a little smaller. 
Alum meets with a fair demand at former 
rates. High test Carbonated Ash is a shade 
steadier. Sales have been as follows: 100 cks. 
Bleaching Powders at 1.85c.; 100 tons Soda 
Ash at $1.95; 100 drums Caustic Soda, 60 per 
cent., at 4c.; 325 tons Pearl Alum at 
2i¢c.; 20 tons Sal Soda at 1.40c.; 200 bar- 
rels Lump Alum (Ammonia) at 2@2}<c.; 100 
barrels Ground Alum (Ammonia), at 2@ 
2}¢c.; 100 barrels Potash Alum at 2@2\c.; 
100 barrels Concentrated Alum at 214c. ; 300 bar- 
rels Natrona Porous Alum at 21¢c.; 50 tons 
Aluminous Cake at 1.561/c. ; 10 cks. yellow Prus- 
siate Potash at 26@27c.; and 10 cks. Bichro- 
mate do, at 18c. 

COAL.— The market for Anthracite coal 
during the past week has been quiet. Saward’s 
Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ We do not hear of 
sales at the new price-lists; in fact, there is not 
much doing just now at any price. And under 
the circumstances it must be apparent to the 
producers that coal cannot be sold at the higher 
rates unless the amount produced is checked. 
There is every probability of a stoppage, as pro- 
posed in our last, of at least one week in four, 
during the four months, Some of the local 
dealers in this vicinity are inclined to give away 
their coal], from the fact that their purchases 
were made at less than they could at present be 
made, This is unwise and can only tend to their 
loss. In our last edition we referred to the dis- 
position on the part of the Anthracite com- 
panies to advance prices; there has been an ad- 





vance e of twenty-five cents on coal shipped from 
tide water by the circular dated the Ist instant, 
and it is given out in some instances that a 
further advance may be expected with the open- 
ing of the new year. There is a scarcity of cars 
noted by the local papers of the mining regions 
of Pennsylvania, and this of itself keeps the 
trade in more lively condition than it usually is 
at this time of the year. Bituminous is in the 
good condition heretofore noted; there is a 
scarcity of cars reported from the several 
regions, and orders are not promptly filled. All 
the Clearfield operators are well supplied with 
orders, as the coal bas developed in favor very 
rapidly.” Quotations of Lehigh Coal at New 
York shipping points are: Lump, $4; Broken, 
$3.60; Egg, $3.60; Stove, $4, and Chestnut, $3.75.
